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There were no discernible changes in the general situation of the Soviet Ground 
and Air Forees in East Germany during the period of observation, Some changes 
in the disposition of Russian Air units have been observed in the Soviet Zone 
of Germany since 1 October, but their purpose and scope has not been determined.
